O Family devastated over doctor’s death 
O Foreign Office blames Syrian regime

A brave surgeon who went into 
Syria to help victims of its civil 
war has been “murdered” by the 
Assad regime in prison, just days 
before they promised to release 
him. 

Dr Abbas Khan, 32, who was a 
surgical fellow at the Elective Or¬ 
thopaedic Centre at Epsom Hospi¬ 
tal until January last year, died in 
a Damascus prison on Monday. 

The regime claimed he took his 
own life, something his devastat¬ 
ed family - who were expecting 
him to be released on Friday - 
have completely rejected. 

On Tuesday, Foreign Office 
minister Hugh Robertson said the 
way he was treated was inexcus¬ 
able and the Syrian authorities 
had “in effect murdered” Dr 
Khan. 

He had gone out to neighbour¬ 
ing Turkey to help train Syrian 
medics with charity Human Aid 
UK before crossing into Syria in 
November. 

The father-of-two, from 
Streatham, was arrested within 
48 hours of crossing the border 
and was held for eight months in 
an underground cell where 
he was tortured and beaten by 
interrogators. 

His condition deteriorated so 
much that at one point he 
weighed just 5st and was barely

able to walk. 

His mother Fatima Khan, 57, 
from Mitcham, tracked him down 
four months ago after travelling 
by herself to Damascus and man¬ 
aged to get him moved from the 
notorious Far’ Falastin detention 
centre to another jail. 

He told his mother he had been 
accused of treating dying civil¬ 
ians which had been classed as an 
act of terrorism. 

His family, who had launched a 
worldwide campaign to free him, 
received numerous letters from 
him describing how he was look¬ 
ing forward to his imminent re¬ 
lease. 

His brother Dr Afroze Khan, 34, 
spoke to this newspaper from 
Heathrow on Tuesday morning 
before flying on to Beirut to help 
secure the return of his brother’s 
body. 

He said: “We are devastated. We 
don’t know what happened but 
we know he died in captivity in 
the national security headquar¬ 
ters in Damascus. 

“He was looking forward to 
being released this week and had 
plans in place.

Extra doctors at the weekend, 
more paediatric beds and inte¬ 
grated teams of specialists are 
in place to cope with what 
looks like being the busiest 
winter ever at Epsom Hospi¬ 
tal’s accident and emergency 
department. 

On Black Friday last week - 
so-called because of the na¬ 
tionwide surge in A&E admis¬ 
sions that day caused by 
pre-Christmas drinking - the 
Epsom Guardian visited the 
department to speak to its pas¬ 
sionate and dedicated team of 
senior doctors and nurses. 

Although it was only 12.30pm 
at the time of the newspaper’s 
visit, all of A&E’s major treat¬ 
ment and resuscitation beds 
were already full - though not 
with the young adults that tend 
to clog up many such units 
with minor wounds that 
should be treated by a GP or 
drink-related injuries. 

On most days, Epsom’s A&E 
is full to capacity, with 80 per 
cent of those coming to the 
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unit elderly people and the rest 
mainly under-18s. 

Dr Annali Lawrenson, A&E 
consultant, said: “Unlike some 
A&Es we don’t get a lot of pri¬ 
mary care stuff. We don’t get 
abused by the patients. We 
don’t get many sore throats or 
drunk people. I have friends 
working in the London A&Es 
and easily 50 per cent of their 
workload is just primary care, 
GP stuff. 

“Epsom has a well-educated 
population.” 

But the flip side of this is that 
the department is working flat- 
out as an ever-increasing num¬ 
ber of more acutely sick 
patients coming in - a situation 
which has seen no let-up since 
the summer. 

During the winter months 
the area’s elderly population 
are particularly susceptible to 
conditions such as asthma, 
chest infections, fluid on the 


lungs and bladder infections. 

Jeanette Ellis, deputy gener¬ 
al manager in medicine with a 
focus on A&E, said the average 
number of attendances at 
Epsom A&E was 120 a day four 
years ago. This figure has now 
risen to 150-160 a day. On a par¬ 
ticularly busy day it can be 200. 
Paediatric attendances have 
doubled in the past year. 

Dr Lawrenson said the trust 
is also working with Surrey 
Downs Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group (SDCCG) to see 
whether patients who do come 
to Epsom A&E with primary 
care complaints can be 
streamed through to a GP 
on-site.

This commitment to integra¬ 
tion between services, which 
has been encouraged by the 
CCG, is the approach already 
being used to tackle A&E 
pressures. 

Dr Lawrenson said: “We 
don’t have more beds so we 
have to be creative in the way 
we manage it. 

“The CCG has been so keen 
to interact and integrate and 
that’s helped enormously.” 

The hospital’s Older Persons 
Assessment and Liaison Ser¬ 
vice team of doctors, nurses 
and therapists work together 
in a closely integrated way to 
assess elderly patients on A&E 
and help get them home quick¬ 
ly and prevent re-admissions - 
whether this be by fitting 
a handrail in the person’s 
home to prevent another 
fall or sending them to a 
community hospital for 
convalescence. 

A respiratory in-reach team 
works along the same lines and 
provides patients with a 


respiratory nurse support so 
they can go home. 

Other recent measures in 
A&E include piloting an ambu¬ 
latory care centre for three 
months, which started at the 
end of October. The unit treats 
conditions such as low-risk 
chest pain, anaemia and acute 
headaches and again tries to 
prevent admissions to A&E 
where possible by allowing pa¬ 
tients to be assessed during a 
longer stay, at the end of which 
they may well be sent home. 

An extra four paediatric ob¬ 
servation beds have been intro¬ 
duced in A&E, with an extra 
doctor to support this, and the 


hospital is looking at how it 
can improve its discharge 
rates. 

And the hospital trust has set 
aside £lm from its budget this 
year to cope with winter 
pressures. 

Ms Ellis said: “They are pay¬ 
ing for extra doctors to staff in 
A&E because it’s so busy. 

“It’s a three-pronged attack. 
It’s opening your back door, 
keeping the wheels turning in 
the middle and then stopping 
some of what’s coming 
through the front.”

Mugged for diamond ring

Angry tenants have accused 
their housing association of 
turning into Scrooge after it re¬ 
moved Christmas wreaths 
from their doors and then de¬ 
manded money for their 
return. 

Joanna Bennett, 30, of 
Duke’s Court, Revere Way, 
West Ewell, has condemned 
the “Scrooge-like” approach of 
Thames Valley Housing Asso¬ 
ciation (TVHA), which re¬ 
moved 16 wreaths from outside 
flats on Friday and then de¬ 
manded £10 for the return of 
each item. 

She and her neighbours sim¬ 
ply cannot understand why the 
organisation, which runs the 
block of flats where she lives, 
has suddenly decided to claim 
that the wreaths are a fire haz¬ 
ard and are “blocking commu¬ 
nal areas”. 

Ms Bennett, who has hung 
one outside her door there for 
the past six years, said: “It’s 
ridiculous. It’s really upset¬ 
ting. Why are we not allowed to 
hang them up? The housing 


A shocked couple awoke to 
discover that their Christmas 
tree, complete with fairy 
lights, had been stolen from 
outside their house. 

A resident, from Arundel 


association has taken Christ¬ 
mas away. It’s a money-making 
exercise. 

“The wreaths weren’t block¬ 
ing or harming anything.You 
would have to go up to them 
with a lighter to cause a fire.” 

She had decorated her door 
with a wooden wreath given to 
her by her late father, who died 
when she was six, and a plastic 
snowman with the words 
“Santa please stop here for 
Joshua” - for her eight-year- 
old son. He cried when he came 
home to find the decorations 
gone and thought Santa would 
not bring him any presents 


Avenue, East Ewell, said the 
wire connected to the lights 
had been cut and the tree 
stolen last Monday night. 

All that was left was the pot. 

He said: “My wife shouted 


now. Ms Bennett has paid the 
£10 penalty to get the wreath 
back because of its huge senti¬ 
mental value. 

Neighbour Carly Jennerson, 
31, a mother-of-two, said it was 
health and safety gone mad 
and insisted that her fresh 
green wreath could not pose a 
fire hazard. 

Two other local housing as¬ 
sociation, Raven Housing 
Trust and Rosebery Housing 
Association, confirmed they 
had no policy banning wreaths 
at Christmas. 

But a spokesman for TVHA 
said: “Our main concern has 


out ‘they’ve nicked the Christ¬ 
mas tree’. I have had neigh¬ 
bours ringing saying ‘Where’s 
the Christmas tree gone’. 

“Nothing surprises us 
round here anymore, but my 


always got to be the safety of 
our residents. We can see why 
this situation may seem ridicu¬ 
lous to our residents, but we 
don’t allow anything to be left 
in the access area of our flats. 

“We’re following advice from 
the fire brigade that this is the 
best way to make sure the area 
is free of material that can 
start or worsen a fire, give off 
poisonous gases or block peo¬ 
ple’s escape route. 

“We worked with resident 
groups to agree this as the 
best approach to keeping ev¬ 
eryone safe. We recently sent 
out information to everyone 
affected. There is a one-off 
charge of £10 per item to have 
something returned.” 

Harvey Thory, Reigate and 
Banstead area fire safety offi¬ 
cer, said it is the housing asso¬ 
ciation, not the fire brigade, 
which decides whether to take 
this hard-line approach. He 
said: “There are two approach¬ 
es to fire load in a communal 
area. You can have a zero toler¬ 
ance approach and keep the 
area sterile. 

“If you have a reliable occu¬ 
pancy you can have a managed 
approach to fire loading.”

An Epsom Council 
spokesman said an arborist 
inspected the tree in January, 
which showed no sign of rot 
outside. He concluded that 
work was needed to make it 
safe and the tree was pollard¬ 
ed in the early summer.

Police bail for 15 over stabbing 


Fifteen people have been released on 
bail in connection with the stabbing 
of a 15-year-old boy in Ewell. 

The teenager was stabbed during 
a fight between people, believed to 
be known to each other, in the Wa- 
tersedge area at 7.30pm on Novem¬ 
ber 11. A woman and 14 men and 
teenagers have been released on 
police bail until March while the 
investigation, named Operation 


Severn, continues. Four teenage 
boys were arrested on suspicion of 
attempted murder after the execu¬ 
tion of warrants in Chessington on 
November 28. 

Eleven other people were arrested 
shortly after the attack. 

Crimestoppers has offered a re¬ 
ward of up to £1,000 for any infor¬ 
mation leading to someone being 
charged.

“We were told by the Government 
they were planning to release him. It 
is highly suspicious. 

“He went to help people and it re¬ 
sulted in his death. He was inspired 
to use his skills as a doctor to help 
other people. He was in between jobs 
on a sabbatical from work. 

“The British Government has 
failed my brother. It’s an absolute 
failure on behalf of the British 
Government. 

“He was the best brother I could 
have ever asked for and I know no 
one with a purer heart than him.” 

Dr Khan was a British national of 
Indian origin and had no personal 
ties with Syria. 

He worked for the Epsom and St 
Helier University Hospital trust be¬ 
tween August 2011 and January 2012 
and then at the Royal National Or¬ 
thopaedic Hospital in Stanmore. 

A spokesman for the Foreign Of¬ 
fice, which has no consular ser¬ 
vice in Syria because of the 
conflict, said: “We are urgently

seeking confirmation from the 
Syrian authorities. We will be 
pressing for answers about what 
happened. We have consistently 
sought consular access to Dr Khan 
and information on his detention, di¬ 
rectly and through the Russians, 
Czechs and others. 

“In November Minister Robertson 
wrote making clear our concerns 
about his welfare and treatment. 

“These requests have consistently 
been ignored.”

New van for food bank

A 75-year-old bookshop 
threatened with closure has 
been given a stay of execution 
to the delight of loyal 
customers. 

The Ibis Bookshop, in High 
Street, Banstead, announced 
its closure in the summer, due 
to a rent hike and competition 
from online retailers such as 
Amazon. 

But the community rallied 
round, with customers pledg¬ 
ing about £100,000 to keep it 
open. 

On Tuesday, bookshop 
owner Linda Jones said she 
had now managed to negoti¬ 
ate a short-term lease until 
June in order to buy more 
time after being overwhelmed 
by the response. 

Ms Jones said: “I felt as 
though I had a responsibility 
to them whether it’s a wise 
business decision or not. I felt 
if they had given their great 
loyalty then they deserved the 
same. 

“I have over-invested unfor¬ 
tunately and I will come out 
with a big loss, but the experi¬ 
ence has been fantastic and 
money can’t replace that.” 


Depending on business over 
the coming months, Ms Jones 
said she would either ask for 
donations to get a new lease or 
start an online local rival to 
Amazon. 

People have pledged to pur¬ 
chase £100 stakes to buy the 
freehold, but Ms Jones plans 
to see if they could con¬ 
tribute towards buying the 
lease instead. 

She said: “This is not an in¬ 
vestment, it’s a donation and 
they will become a friend of 
the Ibis Bookshop.” 

If customers do contribute 


towards an eight-year lease, 
costing about £40,000, she said 
they would get a 10 per cent 
discount in store. 

A move to open a dress shop 
there instead of the Ibis fell 
through. 

Ms Jones said her landlord 
wants to extend the size of the 
premises and dramatically in¬ 
crease the rent, adding: “We 
could put a coffee shop in 
there.” 

If ultimately the bookshop is 
forced to close its doors, she 
plans to start a mobile ser¬ 
vice, called Book Juice, where 


people can order books online 
or by phone. 

She said: “We are hoping it 
would be a little local Ama¬ 
zon. A little local river or 
stream. I would commit to 
matching Amazon’s prices 
and next day delivery within a 
five-mile radius.” 

Ms Jones would run the ser¬ 
vice in Banstead, deliver the 
books herself and supply 
books to anyone else who 
wanted to set up a similar 
business. 

In the busy shop on Tuesday, 
customer Sally Vines, from 
Epsom, said: “I went on a spe¬ 
cial journey to come here. I 
used to live in Banstead in the 
1950s and I used to come here 
then. 

“There’s nowhere else in the 
high street that sells books. 
It’s an important part of the 
community.” 

Madeline MacCallum, from 
Chipstead, said: “It’s just love¬ 
ly to have an independent 
bookshop on the high street. 
We are pleased that it is going 
to be here a little bit longer.” 

Oonagh Kilday, from 
Banstead, said: “I would be 
devastated if the bookshop 
closes. It’s going to be a really 
sad loss if it goes.” 


A food bank has been given 
a van to transport food do¬ 
nations and reach people on 
the breadline. 

The van was delivered to 
Epsom and Ewell Food- 
bank, part of the Trussell 
Trust network, on Thurs¬ 
day, December 13. 

Epsom car dealer Wilsons 
contributed towards the 
Vauxhall Movano while 
Rosebery Housing Associa¬ 
tion and Raven Housing do¬ 
nated £6,400 each.

going to be a massive re¬ 
source and will let us access 
the community and give 
food to people who need it.” 

Gina Wilson, a director at 
Wilsons, said: “My daughter 
does volunteer work for the 
food bank charity and I was 
delighted that we were able 
to use our skill in the motor¬ 
ing industry to provide a 
massive saving on what is a 
great van and will more 
than meet the demands of 
transporting the huge 
stores of food this wonder¬ 
ful charity collects.”

Young children went back to nurs¬ 
ery yesterday at a historic house 
damaged by a massive fire last 
week. 

Bambini Nursery’s ground floor 
classrooms re-opened, although its 
first floor classrooms remain 
closed at Ewell Court House in 
Ewell. 

The library that turned out to be 
largely undamaged, the tea rooms 
and NHS offices have also re¬ 
opened since the fire erupted at 
the Grade Il-listed building in the 
early hours of Tuesday, December 
10 . 

Dangerous chimneys have been 
demolished and a temporary roof 
is to be erected to prevent weather 
damage to the affected areas. 

It emerged this week that loft in¬ 
sulation was being installed at the 
Grade II listed house the day be¬ 
fore the fire. 

But an Epsom Council spokes¬ 
man, who confirmed the work had 
taken place, declined to comment 
on whether it was being consid¬ 
ered as a possible cause of the fire, 
which reportedly started in the 
roof. 

He said: “We have no idea of the 
cause. Various things are being 
looked at and that’s why there are

two surveys going on at the 
moment.” 

Councillor Eber Kington said 
officers had managed to retrieve 
several plaques and pictures plus 
short mats for bowls and bridge ta¬ 
bles from the house on Tuesday. 

A meeting of stakeholders is tak¬ 
ing place on Friday to discuss its 
future. 

Bambini director Mark Spencer 
said the council, which owns the 
building, needs to create a sec¬ 
ondary fire escape route before the 
upstairs rooms can be used as the 
original one is unusable because of 
fire damage. 

Alternative arrangements are in 
place for children who use the up¬ 
stairs classrooms. 


Mr Spencer, who lives in a flat at 
the rear of the building, said they 
evacuated their home on the night 
of the fire, which broke out shortly 
before 2.45am. 

He said: “We could see the flames 
rising above the chimneys at the 
front of the house. I have to say the 
fire brigade were magnificent and 
their prompt action and determi¬ 
nation undoubtedly saved Ewell 
Court House. 

“We are updating our parents 
daily and thank them for their un¬ 
derstanding during this difficult 
period.” 

Insurers and the fire service are 
still investigating the blaze. A 
council spokesman said the cost of 
the damage was still being 
assessed. 

In an update Coun Kington said: 
“At the end of the week carpets 
and furniture will be removed, 
although most of it is not 
salvageable.” 

Les Duplock, chairman of the 
Ewell Court Residents’ Associa¬ 
tion, said their bingo has moved to 
the Old Haileyburians Rugby Foot¬ 
ball Club and their charity quiz 
night will now take place at Ruxley 
Church. 

He said: “The Ewell Court Resi¬ 
dents’ Association has managed at 
very short notice to relocate all its 
activities to other local venues.”

Mr Burgess, who was originally 
from Sanderstead, in Surrey, 
spent time playing with Gone 
With the Wind actress Vivienne 
Leigh as a boy as his family’s gar¬ 
den backed on to a friend’s gar¬ 
den in which the future film icon 
used to play. 

He later trained as a dentist and 
married his first wife Margaret 
Grant in 1939, the day before 
World War Two was declared. 

At the start of the war, Mr 
Burgess served in the Royal 
Naval Volunteer Reserve as a 
surgeon lieutenant, and was then 
posted to India in 1944 and joined 
the Marine Commandos. 

During the war years, he shared 
a sleeping compartment with 
Prince Philip on his way to 
Scotland to join his ship. 

During a stop-off in Cannes

while returning to the UK, 
he danced with Wallis Simpson, 
Duchess of Windsor, at a 
reception. 

Mr Burgess’s daughter, Angie 
King, said she believed the Royal 
Navy wanted to avoid entertain¬ 
ing the Duke and Duchess of 
Windsor on board a ship as the 
Duke, formerly King Edward VIII, 
had abdicated the throne by this 
point to marry the American di¬ 
vorcee, and the couple would still 
technically have been on British 
soil. 

Ms King said a party went 
ashore to a reception during 
which Mr Burgess sat next to the 
Duchess and and danced with her. 

After the war, Mr Burgess 


owned a dental practice, but after 
a heart attack in his early 50s, he 
retired and enjoyed his hobbies, 
including golf and caravanning 
as well as continuing his passion 
for all things maritime. 

His wife Margaret died in 1987 
and he remarried Marianne 
Greenwood later in the same 
year. Mr Burgess is father to 
Robin Burgess, as well as Angie 
King, and has six grandchildren 
and seven great-grandchildren. 

Ms King said: “His funny little 
anecdotes are legendary. 

“He is very happy and popular 
at the Royal Alfred Seafarers’ 
Society. I live in Norfolk and it is 
very reassuring to know he in 
such good hands.”

It’s ta-ta to Tandoori 
for curry house boss

Christmas Eve marks the end 
of an era when the man who 
founded the oldest curry 
house in Surrey closes his last 
restaurant for the last time. 

The Ashtead Curry House 3, 
in The Street, Ashtead, that 
has served everyone from 
newsreader Sir Trevor Mc¬ 
Donald to late actor Oliver 
Reed, for 33 years is closing 
after owner Mohammed 
Fazlul Haque, decided to retire. 

The 72-year-old, from 
Ashtead, said it has been a 
difficult decision but he want¬ 
ed to focus on other projects 
and spend more time with his 
grandchildren. 

Mr Haque opened his first 
restaurant, the Curry House, 
in Epsom in 1967 as he noticed 
there were no Tandoori 
restaurants in Surrey, despite 
the growing popularity of 
Indian cooking in the UK. 

Experienced in the dining 
industry, success with his 
first venture led him to open a 
second branch in Ewell in 
1975, and then Ashtead Curry 
House 3 in 1980. 

Over the years his 
customers have included TV

presenter Des O’Connor and 
the drug dealer-turned author 
Howard Marks, who men¬ 
tioned the Ewell branch in his 
autobiography Mr Nice. 

The Epsom and Ewell 
branches of the restaurant 
have both since closed and Mr 
Haque said the shutting of the 
Ashtead eaterie “marks a 
definite end of an era”. 

He said: “Over the past 46 
years, we have served 
countless meals to curry 


enthusiasts, novices and com¬ 
mitted regulars alike - some 
who first visited as children 
with their parents in the 1960s 
and 1970s, and now travel 
miles back to Ashtead, and 
some from overseas, bringing 
their own children for a taste 
of authentic Indian cuisine. 

”As Ashtead is a small 
village, the restaurant has be¬ 
come something of a local 
heritage and landmark for 
many people for such a long 
time. 

“We’re very grateful to have 
had a wonderfully successful 
business in Surrey for over 40 
years, and we'd like to thank 
all of our customers who have 
supported us along the way. 

“We hope that before we 
close locals will drop in so 
that we can say goodbye and 
thank you to them in person.” 

The restaurant’s speciality 
dishes include the Curry 
House Special, which is 
cooked in a secret spice sauce 
served with an omelette on 
top, chicken tikka laziz, a 
spicy dish cooked with sweet 
mangoes, tomatoes and hot 
green chillies and lamb methi, 
a medium-spicy dish cooked 
with special methi leaves to 
give a distinct rich flavour.

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How to keep your cats safe 


Aarti Amin has worked as a vet with Frean and Smyth 
Veterinary surgeons for over six years and recently 
completed the Feline Medicine Membership exams 
through the University of Sydney. Here she talks of 
her love of cats and her top tips for keeping our feline 
friends safe at Christmas 



Vet Aarti Amin 


“Owning my first cat, Tizzy, 
at the tender age of 10 
started my lifelong love of 
all things feline. 

“After veterinary school I 
spent 14 years working as a 
small animal vet. I also 
attended international cat 
conferences which 
increased my knowledge of 
and passion for our feline 
friends. 

“It inspired me to 
complete an intensive 
course in cat medicine 
through the University of 
Sydney. I undertook the 
examinations to gain 
Membership to the 
Australian and New 
Zealand College of 
Veterinary Medicine 
(MANZCVS) last summer. 

“I was over the moon to 
find that I was one of only 
six people worldwide to 
pass this exam in 2013 and 
look forward to building 
the cat side of Frean and 
Smyth in the future to 
make it even more cat 
friendly. 

“My own two accident 
prone kitties, Frank and 
Monkey are already 
keeping me on my toes as 
Christmas approaches 
opening my eyes to the 
inconspicuous dangers 
surrounding them. Here 
are my top tips: 

The six Cat-astrophes of 
Christmas: 

Tinsel and wrapping 
ribbon. An integral part of 
the Christmas festivities, 
these hang tantalising in 
front of our inquisitive 
cats. Playing with these is a 
lot of fun, but problems 


occur if your cat starts to 
eat them as they can cause 
a blockage of the intestines 
meaning your cat is likely 
to need surgery to remove 
the blockage. 

Holly, mistletoe and 
poinsettias. The most 
festive of plants can also be 
toxic or traumatic to cats, 
so keeping them out of 
reach is a great idea. 

Candles. Cats just can’t 
seem to resist a flickering 
flame, so to avoid those 


singed whiskers and burnt 
noses and paws. Keep lit 
candles out of reach, and 
don’t forget to blow them 
out before you leave your 
cats alone in the room with 
them. 

A house full of visitors. 

Our feline friends are 
sensitive little souls and 
can become very stressed 
when their routine is 
disturbed by unfamiliar 
faces and loud voices. If 
possible, give your cat a 
safe haven with their food, 
water and litter tray in a 


room away from the 
festivities. This way, if they 
choose not to join in the 
celebrations they can sleep 
peacefully away from it all. 

Paracetamol. This may be 
a great cure for our 
overindulgence of wine 
over the festive period, but 
is incredibly toxic to cats as 
they cannot process the 
drug and giving it 
accidently or intentionally 
will cause liver failure and 
anaemia. Keep locked in 
that medicine cupboard, 
away from prowling paws. 


Long nights. The cold, 
dark nights make our feline 
friends a little more 
vulnerable to various 
dangers. Road traffic 
accidents are more likely as 
cats are not easily seen, 
fireworks can frighten and 
disorientate them, and cats 
can seek out shelter by 
hiding under wheel arches 
of cars. Keeping cats in at 
night keeps them safe from 
these dangers, and don’t 
forget to make some noise 
before starting your car to 
wake any kitties that may 
be hiding under your car.

VET’S COLUMN 



Meet Marley, the 
dog with nine lives 

Marley is a big black German 
Shepherd who is as soft as a teddy 
bear and has been coming to see us 
since 2003. 

At 10 years old he is now an old 
man and is a firm favourite in our 
clinic, having overcome many 
hurdles during his life. However, he 
remains happy and still has a 
sparkle in his eye! 

They say cats have nine lives and, 
with Marley, I sometimes wonder if 
dogs do too! 

Two years ago Marley needed 
surgery for a bulging disc in his 
back. This is a difficult problem to 
overcome, particularly in larger 
breeds but overcome it he did. 

He has since developed a muscle 
disease in his back legs and pain in 
his right shoulder, both of which 
impede his movement to a degree. 
Determination keeps him moving. 

Last year Marley became really 
unwell. He came to us with a very 
high temperature and a very swollen 
ankle - it turned out he had a 
bacterial infection in the ankle 
joint. 

With his other mobility problems 
we were not sure Marley would 
overcome this serious infection. 
However, after intensive treatment 
with fluids, intravenous antibiotics 
and pain relief he gradually 
improved, and once again amazed us 
with a full recovery. 

This year Marley has developed 
severe problems with his nails and 
suffers from flare ups from his 
spinal pain and problems with his 
back legs. Through all of his 
ailments he continues to be an 
incredibly strong patient. 

Marley is very lucky to have a 
devoted owner who nurses him 
patiently during the difficult times 
and whose own determination has 
been remarkable. 

Marley and his owner have also 
recently been joined at home by a 
new addition to the family, a young 
cat called Coco-Souffle, pictured 
with Marley above. She is certainly 
keeping Marley on his toes and long 
may it continue.

whisky as a hobby; I’m 
a full-on whisky geek, 
writes Mike Pyle. 

There is a whole world of 
whisky out there and 
learning how to appreciate 
the finer points of the 
world’s favourite spirit can 
be a lifelong pursuit. 

Sadly, all too many peo¬ 
ple think whisky comes in 
squared off bottles and 
should be served with 
Coca-Cola or that it is 
something only old men 
drink. Happily, neither is 
the case, but it is 


about time more people 
embraced good scotch. 

The best place to start is 
by establishing exactly 
what whisky is - which can 
be a difficult thing so I de¬ 
cided to ask an expert. 

Whisky blogger Sean 
Sunderland says “It’s es¬ 
sentially fermented grain, 
or malt - which doesn’t re¬ 
ally sound that nice I sup¬ 
pose. The flavour comes 
from all sorts of things - 
the grain, whether the 
grain has been dried over 
peat, the water, the barrel 


or barrels it has been ma¬ 
tured in. That’s why no 
two whiskies are the same 
and, in fact, two whiskies 
can quite often taste like 
totally different things.” 

That’s the science part. 

In practice what this 
means is that some 
whiskies taste smokey be¬ 
cause the grains have 
taken on the flavour of the 
peat they have been cooked 
over while others can take 
on the flavours of barrels 
they’re matured in, which 
can be from the particular 


wood they’re made from or 
other spirits that have pre¬ 
viously been stored in the 
barrels like sherry or port. 

When from Scotland it is 
called whisky, and from 
Ireland or the US whiskey. 

The end result is that 
there is an absolute shed¬ 
load of different ones out 
there. 

So where do you start? 
Sunderland says: “Most 
people start on terrible, 
terrible ones like Jack 
Daniels or Bell’s and go 
away thinking they don’t

like whisky. So the most 
important thing is to start 
with something that’s ac¬ 
tually decent. 

“That doesn’t mean you 
need to go spending a 
tonne of money. You can 
get a good single-malt for 
£30-£40. That might sound 
like a lot of money but this 
isn’t something you’re 
going to swill down in a 
night. 

“I’d go for something 
quite straightforward like 
Glenmorangie or Auchen- 
toshan. Peaty, smokey 
whiskies are a bit of an ac¬ 
quired taste so I’d save 
them for further down the 
line.” 

The last thing you’ll need 
to know is where to find 
these whiskies - and fortu¬ 
nately that’s not hard as 
most good pubs will have a 
selection of whiskies and a 
barman who knows what 
he’s on about. 

So, what are you waiting 
for - pop down to your 
local and change your life.

Looking ahead to 2014 

Fears of a housing market bubble dismissed by agents

The National Association of 
Estate Agents (NAEA) has 
given its predictions for the 
UK property market over the 
next 12 months. 

Mark Hayward, managing 
director of NAEA, called for a 
sustainable recovery built on 
a better balance between 
supply and demand and a 
more fluid market where 
moving is affordable and 
there is less friction in the 
process. 

He said: “We end this year 
with market conditions very 
much improved, thanks to a 
reviving UK economy and 
various successful Govern¬ 
ment schemes like Help to 
Buy and Funding for Lending, 
and this buoyancy looks set to 
continue well into 2014. But 
fears of a housing market 
‘bubble’ are misplaced. 

“Transactions (which are a 
better index than prices) are 
well down on pre-crisis levels 
as are levels of home 
ownership and recent price 
increases are small in 
comparison to the rapid rises 
seen pre-financial crash. 


Stocking

Inevitably, prices in London 
and the south east may heat 
up, but in the rest of Britain 
the property market revival is 
likely to be much more tepid. 

“Unfortunately, owning a 
home is still out of reach for 
many people as wages 
struggle to keep pace with 
prices. 

“Much more needs to be 
done to make moving more 
manageable. In particular, 
reviewing the outdated Stamp 
Duty system and reducing the 
upfront costs for first-time 
buyers who still only make up 
less than a quarter of all 
buyers and are likely to 
remain in the minority in 
2014. 

“We also anticipate the 
supply of homes could tighten 
in 2014, especially larger, 
family homes which tend to 
be neglected by new build 
developments. 

“We are seeing more, and 
more serious, house hunters 
return to the market so 
properties are being snapped 
up quickly. According to our 
market data, supply is still 


Rise in those content to rent 


well down on recent years. 

“In 2013, 50 properties were 
available on average per 
member branch versus more 
like 60 last year - and back in 
2008 we were typically seeing 
figures in the high 90s. 

“We need supply to keep 
pace with demand in 2014 or 
prices could escalate 


unchecked. The prospect of 
sooner than expected interest 
rate rises should act as a 
natural brake, but we need 
this new optimism in the 
market to be matched by new 
homes in order to get 
proper, sustainable 
growth next 
year.” 






Ian Potter, managing director of 
The Association of Residential 
Letting Agents (ARLA) claims 
strong demand will be matched 
by improved choice in 2014 
making for a dynamic rental 
market. 

He said: "Renting is still a 
crucial backstop for those who 
can't afford to buy or are biding 
their time, especially in London 
and the south east. 

"As house prices recover we 
could see more sales and more 
turnover of properties in the 
market, which should keep stock 
levels stable and inject a bit more 
choice into the market. 

"Demand might not increase as 
rapidly as it has been, but there is 
unlikely to be any major let up on 
rent levels. We anticipate plenty 
of churn in the buy-to-let market 
with a combination of selling up 
and buying in. Resurgent sales 
and better access to finance 
could see accidental landlords 
looking to release equity, new 
investors taking 


advantage of favourable rates 
(especially before prices go up 
further) and reluctant tenants 
switching from renting to 
ownership. 

"However, as a note of caution, 
there is a chance that the 
withdrawal of Funding for 
Lending support for mortgages a 
year earlier than expected could 
see fewer able to exit the PRS 
before the end of 2014. 

"Many will still turn to renting 
and we predict an increase in the 
length of the average tenancy in 
2014 as renting in the long run 
becomes the new norm. 

"However, as the economic 
recovery takes hold, the 
proportion of tenants who rely 
on rent as an affordable 
alternative to home ownership or 
who entered the rental sector 
due to repossession or enforced 
downsizing, will decrease. 
Instead we expect to see more 
and more people 'content to rent' 
because they actively prefer it 
and intend to sit it out until the 
economy is back to full strength."

Act 1984, the following Orders, which will come into operation on 6 January 2014: - 

1. The Surrey County Council (Various Roads in Reigate and Banstead) (Prohibition and 
Restriction of Waiting Loading and Unloading and Revocation) Order 2013. The effect of 
which will be to consolidate without change in substance, other than as stated in the 
following sub-paragraphs, those parts of the Orders specified in the First Schedule to 
this Notice as impose restrictions on the waiting by and loading and unloading from 
vehicles in the Borough of Reigate and Banstead, including such amendments to those 
orders as were made by The Surrey County Council (Various Roads in Reigate and 
Banstead) (Amendment of Waiting Loading and Unloading Prohibition and Restriction 
and Free Street Parking Place Orders) (Amendment No.1) Order 2008 (in this Notice 
referred to as “the Order of 2008”): - 

(i) Prohibit the waiting by vehicles in certain lengths of the roads specified in the 
Second Schedule to this Notice during the times and on the days specified therein; 

(ii) Provide that the usual exemptions for loading and unloading vehicles, boarding and 
alighting from vehicles, for works on or adjoining the lengths of roads referred to in 
the said schedule, the maintenance of those roads and the services in them and for 
disabled persons vehicles in accordance with the Blue Badge Scheme, would apply 
to all the aforementioned lengths of roads; 

(iii) Provide that there be a restriction from loading on and unloading from vehicles, at 
any time in certain lengths of Fort Lane, Reigate, subject to the exemptions 
indicated in the preceding paragraph save that no exemption for Blue Badge holders 
will apply to this length of road; 

(iv) Revoke a length of existing “no waiting at any time” restriction currently in force in a 
certain length Kendal Close, Redhill; 

(v) The proposed restrictions specified above will mean that certain lengths of waiting 
restrictions and parking places on the roads specified in the Third Schedule to this 
Notice will be replaced; 

(vi) Revoke in their entirety all the Orders specified in the First Schedule to this Notice 
and those parts of the Order of 2008 as made amendments thereto. 

2. The Surrey County Council (Various Roads in Reigate and Banstead) (Consolidation 
of Free On-Street Parking Places and Revocation) Order 2013. The effect of which will 
be to consolidate without change in substance, other than as stated in the following sub- 
paragraphs, those parts of the Orders specified in the First Schedule to this Notice as 
authorise free on-street parking places in the Borough of Reigate and Banstead, 
including such amendments to those orders as were made by the Order of 2008: - 

(i) Provide such free on-street parking places in certain lengths of the roads specified 
in the Fourth Schedule to this Notice, to operate at the times and on the days 
specified therein; 

(ii) Provide that vehicles left by specified disabled persons may wait in the aforesaid 
free on-street parking places, at all times without time limit; 

(iii) Provide that certain other vehicles may wait in the said free on-street parking places 
in certain circumstances e.g. to allow persons to board or alight (maximum 2 
minutes), to load or unload (maximum 20 minutes), etc. 

3. The Surrey County Council (Various Roads in Reigate Controlled Parking Zone) 
(Prohibition and Restriction of Waiting, Loading and Unloading and Free Street Parking 
Places) Order 2013. The effect of which will be to consolidate without change in 
substance, other than as stated in the following sub-paragraphs, The Surrey County 
Council (Various Roads in Reigate Controlled Parking Zone) (Prohibition and Restriction 
of Waiting, Loading and Unloading and Free Street Parking Places) Order 2004, together 
with Amendment 1 of 2005, Amendment 2 of 2006, Amendment 3 of 2007, Amendment 
4 of 2008, Amendment 5 of 2011, Amendment 6 of 2012 and such amendments as were 
made by the Order of 2008: - 

(i) Prohibit the waiting by vehicles, (a) at any time in a certain length of Holmesdale 
Road, Reigate; and (b) between 08.00hrs and 18.30hrs Monday to Saturday, in a 
certain length of Chart Lane, Reigate, (replacing an existing parking bay); such 
restrictions being subject to the same exemptions specified in paragraph 1 (ii) 
above. 

(ii) Provide a free on-street parking place in a certain length of Holmesdale Road, 
Reigate to operate at any time without time limit; 

4. The Surrey County Council (Various Roads in Redhill Controlled Parking Zone) 
(Prohibition and Restriction of Waiting Loading and Unloading and Free Street Parking 
Places) Order 2013. The effect of which will be to consolidate without change in 
substance, other than as stated in the following sub-paragraphs, The Surrey County 
Council (Various Roads in Redhill Controlled Parking Zone) (Prohibition and Restriction 
of Waiting Loading and Unloading and Free Street Parking Places) Order 2004, together 
with Amendment 1 of 2005 and Amendment 2 of 2005 and such amendments as were 
made by the Order of 2008: - 

(i) Prohibit the waiting by vehicles in certain lengths of the roads specified in the Fifth 
Schedule to this Notice during the times and on the days specified therein; 

(ii) Provide that the usual exemptions for loading and unloading vehicles, boarding and 
alighting from vehicles, for works on or adjoining the lengths of roads referred to in 
the said schedules, the maintenance of those roads and the services in them and for 
disabled persons vehicles in accordance with the Blue Badge scheme, would apply 
to the aforesaid mentioned lengths of roads; 

(iii) Prohibit the waiting by vehicles and the loading on and unloading from vehicles in 
certain lengths of the roads specified in the Sixth Schedule to this Notice, at the 
times indicated therein, subject to the exemptions indicated in the preceding 
paragraph, save that no exemption shall apply for disabled persons vehicles (Blue 
Badge holders) whilst the prohibition of loading and unloading apply; 

(iv) Provide that there be a restriction from loading on and unloading from vehicles in 
certain lengths of the roads specified in the Seventh Schedule to this Notice, at the 
times indicated therein, subject to the exemptions indicated in the preceding 
paragraph save that no exemption shall apply for disabled persons vehicles (Blue 
Badge holders); 

5. The Surrey County Council (Gardens Estate Horley Controlled Parking Zone) 
(Prohibition and Restriction of Waiting and Free Street Parking Places) Order 2013. The 
effect of which will be to consolidate without change in substance, other than as stated 
in the following sub-paragraphs, The Surrey County Council (Gardens Estate Horley 
Controlled Parking Zone) (Prohibition and Restriction of Waiting and Free Street Parking 
Places) Order 2006, together with Amendment 1 of 2010, Amendment 2 of 2011 and 
such amendments as were made by the Order of 2008 and The Surrey County Council 
(Controlled Parking Zones and Various Roads in Surrey) (Amendments to Resident 
Parking Permits and Resident Visitor Parking Permits) Order 2011: - 

(i) Prohibit the waiting by vehicles, (a) Monday to Friday between lO.OOhrs and 
12.00hrs in a certain length of Crescent Way, Horley; and (b) between 08.00hrs and 
18.00hrs Monday to Friday in a certain length of The Crescent, Horley; reducing the 
length of existing parking bays. Such restrictions being subject to the same 
exemptions specified in paragraph 1 (ii) above. 

(ii) Provide such residents’ (permit holders’) parking places in certain lengths of (a) The 
Drive, Horley, to operate at any time (reducing the length of an existing disabled 
persons’ parking bay); and (b) Crescent Way, Horley, to operate Monday-Friday 
between lO.OOhrs and 12.00hrs (replacing an existing disabled persons parking 
bay); 

(iii) Provide that vehicles left by specified disabled persons may wait in the aforesaid 
residents’ parking places, at all times without time limit; 

(iv) Provide that certain other vehicles may wait in the said residents’ parking places in 
certain circumstances e.g. to allow persons to board or alight (maximum 2 minutes), 
to load or unload (maximum 20 minutes), etc; 

(v) Revoke a residents’ parking bay to accommodate a disabled persons parking bay in 
a certain length of The Crescent (outside No. 23). 

(vi) All other disabled persons parking places in the Gardens Estate Horley Controlled 
Parking Zone will remain unchanged but will be authorised by the Order specified in 
paragraph 6 of this Notice.

Smith said: “I love playing 
my sport, but I also love being 
an inspiration to the younger 
generation. 

“They look up to you as I 
looked up to my sporting 
great. Jason Robinson is my 
sporting hero and if I can in¬ 
spire any young player as he 
inspired me, it would be great. 

“Going out to South Africa 
is such an exciting opportuni¬ 
ty for me, I cannot wait to get 
out there and starting teach¬ 
ing the children.” 

She added: “I would like to 
win the Women’s World Cup 
because I’d like to have the 
sense of achievement and the 
title of World Cup winner. 

“As well as going through 
the hard work, training and 
camaraderie that is needed to 
get there.” 

But there is an alternative 
side to Smith as, away from 



the pitch, you are most likely 
to find her nose in a book or 
indulging in other equally 
cultural activities. 

“I love to read, it is my 
favourite past-time and 
I will read up to six 
books a month in 
a range of gen¬ 
res,” she said. 

“But I also love 
to sing, and I 
have done some 
opera and musi¬ 
cals. I also love to 
play the violin.” 

Smith, pic¬ 
tured, who 
got into the 
sport after 
watching 
her brother 
play as a 
youngster, 
looks up to 
Robinson be¬ 
cause of his 
dual person¬ 
ality. She 


says he is one man on the 
pitch, but another off it. 

She said: “I love how he can 
try really hard on the pitch to 
play the best game he can 
play and does amazingly 
well. 

“But when he comes off the 
pitch he isn’t arrogant, he 
has such humility and that 
i how I model myself as a 
player.” 

She added: “I will al¬ 
ways remember this 
quote from him: 
‘My game does not 
revolve around 
being a try scor¬ 
er’ because it 
is one thing 
being a great 
try scorer, 
but a com¬ 
pletely differ¬ 
ent thing to 
be a great all 
round player, 
which I he has 
achieved.”
